Washington, June 25.—Something 
serious and sudden happened in ad- 
ministration circles today to plans of 
prohibition enforcement officials for 
launching an intensive campaign in 
Atlanta this week to have the full 
force of the federal government 
thrown behind a program to promote 
obedience to the Volstead act through 
the publie schools of the country. 

Evidently impressed by unfavor- 
able publicity given an announcement 
that a representative of the 
prohibition bureau would be sent to 
Atlanta at the opening of the annual 
convention of the National Education 
Association Friday for the purpose 
of agitating that a course in. prohibi- 
tion be added to the curriculum of 
public schools of the country, high of- 
ficials of the treasury department 
went into a conference over the sit- 
uation early today. 

The deliberations Insted until late 
this afternoon, and after all was said 
a formal statement was forthcoming 
under the signature of Dr. James M. 


Doran, commissioner of prohibition, 
announcing, in effect, that published 
accounts of the governments propa- 
ganda enterprise had been grossly ex- 
aggerated., 
Pamphlet Lists Subjects. 

Commissioner Doran issued the an- 
nouncement following a conference 
with Undersecretary Mills, Assistant 
Secretary Lowman and Deputy Pro- 
hibition Commissioner Jackson in the 
office of Mills. LEarlier in 
Miss Sutter was summoned to a con- 
ference with Assistant Secretary Low- 
man dealing with the publication of 
the pamphlet, which also listea eight 
subjects for schools which dealt with 
prohibition. 

In a wary, the statement, 
after a final conference with Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Treasury Low-

activities, was interpreted as a rebuke 
to Miss Anna B. Sutter,. director of 
the education and statistics section of 
the prohibition section. It was Miss 
Sutter who previously announced her 
nlanned visit to Atlanta for the pur- 
pose of operating a prohibition propa- 
ganda booth during the N. E. A. con- 
vention, 

In subsequent interviews she told 
how this would be the first step in a 
national campaign to have the moral 
influence of the federal government 
dumped in the scales on the side of 
prohibition.

Elliott Burns, well-to-do Chicago 
magazine publisher, who seven years 
ago escaped from a Georgia chain 
gang, will arrive here at 8:30 o'clock 
this morning over the N. C. & St. IL. 
railroad to place himself in the hands 
of Georgia’ authorities and to face 
again the hardship of chain-gang life 
after years of affluence. 

Burns’ identity as an 
Georgia convict was revealed 
woman who had learned Burns’ 
cret ard who, the Chicago publisher 
claimed, had determined either “to 
have me for a husband or break me.” 
Burns, who is 55, spurned the love of 
the 50-year-old landlady, whom he 
states he was forced to marry at the 
price of his freedom, leaving her after 
three years for a “true love.” 

Out of jealousy the elderly woman 
is supposed to have “squealed” on the 
Chicego publisher and set the w'ieels 
of law into motion that today will re- 
sult in placing the man again behind 
Georgia prison bars. Burns was orig- 
inally sentenced to the chain gang on 
a holdup charge in which $4 was 
stolen from a Pryor street merchant. 
He served six menths of a five-to 
seven-year sentence when he escaped 
from the prison gang, going to Chi- 
eago, where he worked himself up to 
a position of prominence with an in 
come of $20,000 to $25,000. 


A sympathetic movement in behalf 
of the escaped convict was launched 
here and in Chicago after the dra- 
matic story of his life became known. 
Efforts to prevent h's return to At- 
lavta, however, proved unavailing.

June 25.—()—The 
theoretical head of Kable & Co.,

Kable and Harry L. Goldhurst. a 
member of the firm. are- under in- 
dictment for using the mails to de- 
fraud in connection“ with the’ opera- 
tions of the company. 

Kable said he was a mere figure- 
head for Goldhurst who had brought 
in the southern bisbop as the prize 
customer of the firm. Kable said his 
sole contact with tbe bishop con- 
sisted of saving good morning to him 
when the bishop entered the office 
on a half dozen occasions. 

“Just the Office Boy.” 

“As far as he was concerned,” said 
Kable, “I was just the office boy.” 

Kable was able, however, to ex- 
plain the firm’s method of selling se- 
curities on the partial payment plan, 
a basis on which Bishop Cannon in 
Washington has said he purchased 
securities from the company. Under 
the plan securities would be delivered 
when the customer had paid in full 
for them. ; 

Kable was shown a photostatic 
copy of the bishop's account, and C. 
Edward Benoit, attorney for Miss 
Anna Faians, trustee In bankruptcy, 
asked: 

“Don't you see that Bishop Can- 
nons was really a speculative ac- 
count, that those securities }were not 
held for any length of time?”

No Fight Will Bs Made 
on Pennington’s Veto 
But Another Paper Will

Decision to introduce a. new an- 
nexation paper in city council at its 
regular semi-monthly session Monday, 
to abandon any idea of a_ special 
council session to consider the pro- 
posal which Mayor Pro Tem. Robert 
F. Pennington vetoed last Saturday, 
and an increased sentiment in favor 
of “a reasonable annexation pro- 
gram’ marked developments Tues- 
day in the fight of a large group of 
council leaders who are championing 
adding to Atlanta all sections “which 
are logical parts of the municipality.” 

The decision to offer an entirely 
new paper and, at the same time not 
to fight filing of the Pennington veto 
was reached by Alderman Ed A. Gil- 
liam, of the twelfth ward, chairman 
of the charter revision committee, and 
regarded as spokesman for the annexa- 
tionists, following a conference Tues- 
day afternoon with Mayor I. N. Rags- 
dale. 

More Support Pledged. 

A spirit of optimism pervaded the 
ranks of the exponents of annexation 
as hundreds of Atlanta citizens made 
their views knhown concerning the 
proposal, and as other members of 
city council announced their inten- 
tion to support the annexation pro- 
gram. 

Just what the new plan will in- 
clude’ was not khown, but it was 
stated definitely that it will be ready 
for councilmanie action Monday 
with enough votes to force it over. 
There are 36 members of city coun- 
cil and 19 constitute a majority. 
Mayor Ragsdale will sanction what- 
ever measure council passes to him, 
it has been indicated. 

When the veto of Mayor Pro Tem. 
Pennington comes up Monday expo- 
}nents of annexation will vote with op- 
ponents af the measure to file it. lm- 
mediately following this, a paper car- 
rying a majority recommendation of 
the charter revision committee will 
be placed before council, and every 
effort. will be made to force a record 
vote on the measure.

Colonel Lindbergh, with his bride 
as a passenger, took off this after- 
noon on a final survey of the trans- 
continental air-rail route he had 
mapped for Transcontinental Air 
Transport, of which he is technical 
adviser. From Columbus he planned 
to fly by easy stages to Los Angeles 
from where he will fly back July 7. 
the first regular passengers on the 
route, 

With Mrs. Lindbergh, the former 
Anne Morrow, in the rear cockpit of 
his spe@dy Falcon plane, the colonel 
roared off the field and into a clear- 
ing westerly sky after a day of de- 
lays due to fog and low flying ceil- 
ing. The two-seated plane has open 
cockpits.

Measures To Provide Ad- 
ditional Funds, Indorsed 
by County Board, Will 
Go to Legislature. 


Giving its approval to passage of 
legislation for the purpose the board 
of Fulton county commissioners in 
session Tuesday afternoon opened the 
way for a general rehabilitation of 
the county's school system and erec- 
tion of a new county high school near 
Buckhead. 

The board gave its tacit approval 
to two bills which are to be offered 
in the legislature at its session begin- 
ning today, the first to give the com- 
mission authority to allocate funds 
to the county board of education and 
the second to give the school group 
authority to borrow monies and repay 
them out of the funds to be allo- 
cated, 

The Fulton county legislature dele- 
gation is to present the bills. 

Dorsey Urges Action. 

The commission acted after it had 
heard addresses by Cam Dorsey, who 
headed a delegation representing the 
county board of education and the 
various P.-T. A. groups, and Jere A. 
Wells, the ceunty superintendent, 
both of whom reported that the coun- 
ty schools were unable to progress 
on the income they now were re- 
ceiving. 

Mr. Dorsey and Dr. Wells said 
the two bills which are to be pre- 
sented to the legislggure provide th.t 
the eommission may allocate to the 
board a sum not exceeding $20,000 a 
month or $240,000 a year from rey- 
enue other than taxes. They pointed 
cut, however, that even though the 
bills were passed and the funds al- 
located- they did not believe they 
would need more than $15,000 a 
mouth. 

“This allocated fund would take 
care of our entire building and re- 
habilitation program and provide us 
with the new north county high 
school which we have been needing 
for years,” Mr. Dorsey said. “Our 
children are forced to come away 
downtown to attend the Fulton high 
school or are being sent to private 
schools because. of the great conges- 
tion in the Fulton High and Central 
High of East Point.” 

Schools Badly Needed. 

Mr. Dorsey and Dr. Wells ex- 
plained to the board that new schools 
were sadly needed in other sections 
of the county as well as much repair 
work on a number of schools now in 
operation. 

The school spokesmen could give 
no indication when they would start 
construction of the north county high 
school structure but intimated that 
they hoped to have it ready for oc- 
cupancy in the fall of 1930. 

he county schools, at presenf, are 
operated under a special levy in the 
country distriets and a county-wide 
levy of one mill. There*is no pro- 
vision made for bond issues, so con- 
sequently any improvements or new 
buildings must come out of the cur- 
rent revenue. As a result, it is said, 
it has been hard to make the neces- 
sary replacements and repairs and 
new schools are needed. The county 
board has given some help to the 
schools but action by the legislature 
is necessary before any considerable 
amount can be given yearly. 


Pay-as-Y ou-Go Highway Plan 
Hit by Tennessee Official 


Nashville, Tenn., June 25.—(Spe- 
cial.) —"If a state will build adequate, 
dependable highways, the traffic which 
passes over those highways will pay 
for the roads as they go” says Colonel 
Harry 8S. Berry, ex-commissioner of 
the department of highways and pub- 
lie works of the state of Tennessee. 
“But this is the only pay-as-you-go 
system that we have found workable 
in this state.” he added. 

“Instead of the state building high- 
ways as fast as it can derive cash 
revenues for the purpose, which is 
the usual acceptation of the term ‘pay- 
as-you-go.’ the modern idea is to build 
those highways as fast as they can be 
built, and then let the automobiles 
which use them pay for them. Where 
such a system has been installed the 
revenues have proved ample for all 
debts which have been incurred anil, 
in addition, have saved millions of dol- 
lars annually both to the automobile 
owners and to the citizens of the state 
as a whole.”

One hundred and twenty-nine girls 
received instruction and training dur- 
ing 1928 at the Georgia Training 
School for Girls, it was indicated in 
the annual report of the school pub- 
lished Tuesday by George White, 
chairman of the board of managers. 
This number was said to be the av- 
erage enrolled at the institution daily 
throughout the year. Thirty-four girls 
were paroled and two discharged dur- 
ing that period.

“We sincerely hope that nobody 
will accuse the church of improperly 
mixing in politics by virtue of the 
necessary relations which the church 
must have in order to bring the mat- 
ter to a definite solution. We repeat, 
as said many times previously, the 
church has no interest in maintaining 
or opposing particular governments. 

“Nor have we interest in any polit- 
ical candidate. We desire nothing 
more than to fortify the principle of 
authority aud accept the degree of lib- 
erty which we require from the hands 
of all governments.” 

The letter of Archbishop Ruiz, fol- 
lowing settlement of the three-year 
dispute between church and state, was

Much Out of Little. 


Just to look over the record of what 
these Workers did in May alone is 
thrilling to the charitable soul. 

They gave 4,269 free meals to chil- 
dren, 1,875 to unprovided women, and 
694 to hungry men, They furnished 
free beds for 1,590 children, 653 for 
women and 220 for men. Then they 
supplied 1,034 free garments, and 
shoes for 72 needy persons. They 
visited 54 homes and made 42 .visits 
to hospitals; supplied groceries to 84 
families, gave transportation to six 
persons, found jobs for eight women 
and five men.

PICTURE DECEIVE YOU. 
Booth Tarkington tells in “The 
World Does Move” how the-medical.

of the X-ray. As the student described 
it to his roommates “It’s going to lead 
to more operations than all the acci- 
dents and diseases people ever had 
ie ause now, with this X-ray, a

tual photograph of what’s the matter 
with him. ‘Look here,’ he'll say. 
‘Here’s a picture of what you look 
like inside. Heavens and earth!. You 
don’t want to go on looking like that, 
do you?’” 

Not far fetched at all. Even now 
scores and scores of machine-made hy- 
pochonhdriacs are nursing sagging 
stomachs, livers, kidneys, or colons, 
although in truth their organs are not 
out of place even thought the X-ray 
picture doesn’t show them precisely in 
the position assigned them in old- 
fashioned “physiology” or anatomical 
charts. 

If you accept the evidence in the 
X-ray picture you will keep right on 
carrying a sackful of gallstones until 
the day you're hurried to the operating 
room, because the X-ray picture 
doesn’t show any stone there. Or if 
you elect to have trouble elsewhere 
you may get yourself into an opera- 
tion for kidney stones which are ap- 
parent in the X-ray picture but not to 
be found when the kidney is explored. 

A good many correspondents tell me 
they are going to have an X-ray ex- 
amination made and find out just 
what is the matter with their stomach, 
if I will kindly tell them a good place 
to go. I can only wish them luck and 
assure them that many a case has 
been opened on X-ray evidence, only 
to be closed up as quietly as a Vol- 
stead raid. 

The X-ray did for a time make some 
good doctors falter in their work, but 
today the old time method of stripping 
and examining the patient with eye, 
ear and hand is in better caste then 
ever and the bright young “X-ray 
specialists” who promulgated the no- 
tion that the X-ray examination would 
detect Jung tuberculosis more certain- 
ly than the physician could, have gone 
the way of the great auk. Z : 

The interpretation of the X-ray evi- 
dence is an art, rather than a science, 
and medical experience, not mere tech- 
nical training, is necessary for the 
wise use of this aid in diagnosis. I 
believe a layman is well advised. to 
seek X-ray examination only when his 


physician requests if.

| They Will Now Get Into Action. 


Today the general assembly of Geor- 
gia will be convened in biennial ses- 
sion of sixty days as previded by the 
constitution of the state. The for- 
malities of organization of the two 
houses will be brief because of lack 
of contests for their constitutional 
officers. There will be short scram- 
bles to elect minor servants of the two 
chambers—employes who ought to be 
appointed by the presiding officers of 
the senate and house and not thrown 
into a hotchpot of personal and polit- 
ical electioneering prior to every as- 
sembly organization. 

The system that requires a man 
wanting to be doorkeeper to canvass 
207 members of the house from the 
day of their election in November of 
1928 to June 26, 1929, boning them 
for their votes for a sixty days’ job, 
presents one of the most absurd spec- 
tacles that a sensible person can im- 
agine. But it is a Class A speci- 
men of Georgia peanut polities! 

But after all that cheap stuff has 
been solemnly parceled out there will 
be adjournment to Thursday when the 
election returns of 1928 will be can- 
vassed in a joint session, the results 
declared officially, and perhaps a lot 
of bills that have been incubating for 
two years will have their shells bro- 
ken and they will chirp up to the 
desks of the secretary and the clerk. 
Committees will probably not he 
named until after the recess to be tak- 
en over the Fourth of July. 


Inauguration of the Governor. 


Governor Hardman, having been 
handsomely re-elected laxt November, 
will have a second inauguration. There 
is no provision in the constitution des- 
ignating an inauguration day, but as 
the constitution says the governor 
“shall hold his office during the term 
of two years,” the implication is that 
he should be inaugurated again on the 
day when his two years shall expire. 


The governor is said to favor a 
very simple ceremony—say just taking 
the oath from Chief Justice Russell in 
the executive office with only a few 
official witnesses present for the few 
minutes. That is very modest and 
democratic from the viewpoint of the 
governor, but it doesn’t strike me as 
consonant with the status and digni- 
ty of this one of the original constit- 
uent states of the Union. It ought, 
by rights, to be an officially historic 
occasion when Georgia inaugurates a 
governor, and the people who honor 


clearly entitled to have a show for 
their preference and their money. 
We ought to have a big spec- 
tacular parade illustrative of the 
state's history or resources, with an 
lmpressive ceremony for the eyes of 
our fellow-citizens and our children, 
and the inaugural address of the chief 
executive broadcasted by radio over 
the State so hundreds of thousands of 
the citizens might listen-in. 

_I know my first political impres- 
sion, never forgotten and that started 
my patriotic impulses, was a great, 
lengthy democratic “Buchanan anid 
Breckenridge” parade into which my 
father took me when I was a mere 
inquisitive child. So I am all for 
having inaugurals befitting the state 
and its first citizen—the governor. 


Claims of Old Veterans. 

At the outset of the general assem- 
bly it would be well for its members 
to consider that there should be no 
sort of tampering with the pensions of 
the Confederate veterans and their 
widows. The constitution was amend- 
ed by the people several times in or- 
der to make it absolutely obligatory on 
the general assembly “to make pro- 
visions for the payment of pensions” 
to. designate ex-Confederate soldiers 
and the widows of such soldiers, and 
the people are not going to be patient 
with anybody who balks in performing 

tat mandate. On the contrary from 
all over the state come demands for 
the provision of prompt payment of 
those pensions ‘“‘on the nail” and for 
the increase of the to a_ useful 
amount. There is no reason why the 
pension checks should not go out to 
their beneficiaries promptly from the 
pension office every month, as they 
do from the pension bureau of the fed- 
eral government. Keeping those old 
veterans and widows on a credit basis 
is bad enough, but to have their pit- 
tances long overdue continually is a 
shame upon the state. 

And, by the way, a fine old Con- 
federate veteran, ex-State Senator G. 
T. Anderson, of Floyd county, is a 
candidate for messenger of the house 
today. He enlisted when not quite 
141-2 years old, served gallantly with 
Forrest's cavalry, those incomparable 
rough riders of the ’60s, and his since 
been a highly commendable citizen and 
state legislator. He is fully worthy 
of the small post he asks and every 
ex-Confederate’s son, crandson or 
nephew, in the house should feel it an 
honor to cast his vote for him. No 
one could have a better claim to their 


him with their highest office are 


suffrage than he. 


Familiar Faces Are Seen 
OnEve of AssemblyOpening

The historic corridors, lobbies, stair- 
ways and halls of the old Kimball 
House, storm center of Georgia po- 
litical life for two score years or more 
became fairly alive Tuesday night as 
the law makers in overflow crowds, 
moved about here and there in all di- 
rections getting “lined up” for the new 
session which begins at 10 o'clock this 
morning. 


In the crowd this year are many 
old familiar faces and many new 
faces who will raise their Voices in de- 
bate for the first time. The rains 
and cold weather of Tuesday held 
‘down the quota of palm beach suits to 
a minimum but with the first rays of 
a bright sun the legislators will flash 
white trousers and white shoes in all 
parts of the city. 


Some of the veteran leaders are 
back in harness and nearly all pre- 
dict that this will be a gruelling ses- 
sion. The rank and file of the mem- 
bership diso seem to expect a real sum- 
mer’s battle over some of the major 
questions, 

The Kimball has been renovated and 
improved since erection of the via- 
ducts and the legislators found much 
better quarters than they have en- 
joyed for many years heretofore. 


One veteran lawmaker, now out of 
the cast but here seeking a job as mes- 
senger or doorkeeper, bemoaned the 
loss of his pocketbook on his very first 
day of the session. C. M. Hooks, of 
Gordon, the Joser, says the pocketbook 
contained many valuable papers and 
clippings. He has asked that the 
finder return it to the Kimball house 
management. 

Representative Hugh Peterson, of 
Montgomery county, and Representa- 
tive “Bob” Hightower, of Upsom coun- 
ty, who formerly were two of the 
“baby members” of the house are now 
arriving at the veteran stage. Both 
are popular in the two branches of the 
legislature and both will unquestion- 
ably receive important committee as- 
siguments. 


Wiley Gallaway, of Waverly Hall. 
long a familiar political figure, will 
have charge of the pages and door- 
keepers of the senate this year. He 
served in a similar capacity in the 
house during the time Senator Cecil 
Neill was speaker of that body. At 
the Neill headquarters Tuesday he ap- 
proached the Constitution representa- 
tive:

Formal Audience Greets 
First Accredited Messen- 
ger of King. 


Vatican City, June 25.—(4)—Pope 
Pius today received in formal au- 
dience the first ambassador from a 
king of United Italy ever to be duly 
accredited to the holy see. 

The ambassador was Count Devec- 


chi Di Val Cismon, one of the quad- 
rumvirate in the fascist march to 
Rome in 1922. His reception was 
made possible by the Lateran treaties 
of February 11, which established the 
vatican state as a recognized .entity 
within the territory covered by the 
quirinal. 

The epoch making exchange of dip- 
lomatic courtesies was marked by all 
due ceremony outwardly but once the 
formality of Count Devecchi's presen- 
tation of his credentials was concluded 
cordiality reigned and he and the pon- 
tiff chatted with each other in his holi- 
ness’ private library. 

Count Deveechi motored to the Vati- 
can shortly before noon with his suite, 
all attired in full diplomatic uniform. 
lie was met by Monsignor Nardone, 
secretary of the congregation of cere- 
monial, and conducted into t®e hall of 
tapestries. 

After a brief wait he was ushered 
into the pontiff's presence, where he 
proferred his letters and spoke brief- 
ly, conveying the homage of his king 
and government. Pope Pius replied, 
thanking him for the sentiments ex- 
pressed, and congratulating him upon 
his assumption of his new post. 

Both as he entered and as he made 
his exit Count Devecchi was accorded 
full military honors by all the papal 
guards, a detachment of the Swiss 
guards and members of the noble 
vuard escorting him throughout. 

He was taken from the pontiff’s 
presence to the office of Cardinal Gas- 
parri, papal secretary of state, des- 
cending then into Saint Veter’s, where 
genuflected before the tomb of 
Saint Peter at the central altar.

Employes of Mills, However, 
Say Increase Will Be 
Disastrous. 


June 25.—(#)—The 
which 20: years ago 
played a large part in splitting re 
publican ranks, continued to hold the 
attention today at hearings on the 
ouse tariff bill of three senate fi- 
nance sub-committees. 

Sheep and goat raisers of Texas, 
mill workers of New Jersey, anf 
woolen manufacturers pleaded for 
higher rates than the house increases 
proposed on wool and woolen goods, 
while others held the bill duties out- 
rageous. 

T'wo other sub-committees added 
hundreds of pages of testimony to 
the record on glassware and sundry 
articles, but 55 witnesses waiting to 
be heard on the proposed rates on 
hides, leather and shoes, now on the 
free list, will not be reached until to- 
morrow, when the controversial sugar 
and metals schedules also come up for 
hearing. 

Meanwhile, President Hoover ex- 
ercised his authority under the flexi- 
ble provisions and proclaimed a rate 
of 3.7 cents a pound on linseed or 
flaxseed oil as against the present 3.3 
cents duty. This would compensate 
for the recently proclaimed increase 
from 40 to 56 cents a bushel in the 
duty on flaxseed. The house bill 
would increase the flaxseed oil rate 
to 45:16 cents and that on flaxseed to 
63 cents. Western farm representa- 
tives are seeking 70 cents on flaxseed. 

Cc. C. Belcher, of the Texas Sheep 
and Goat Raisers’ Association, asked 
an increase from 34 cents a pound 
on raw wool to 36 cents. The present 
duty is 31 cents. He also urged ap- 
plication of the 36-cent rate on all 
wools not finer than 40’s and camel 
hair as against 24 cents in the bill 
on the ground that they competed di- 
rectly with mohair which is dutiable 
on the same basis as the finer grades 
of raw wool.

REFORM, TEACHER SAYS 


Legislation Will Not Accom- 
plish Change, California 
Law Dean Declares. 


San Francisco, June 25—(4—Dean 

Justin Miller, of the University of 
Southern California Law school de- 
clared last night in an address at the 
annual conference here of the Nation- 
al Prohibition Association that “fail- 
ure of the national prohibition law is 
proof that legislation will not accom- 
plish social reforms.” 
Dean Miller, nationally-known crim- 
inologist, pleaded for coatrol of the 
individual by social forces such as the 
home, the school and the church, and 
attacked what he termed America’s 
“sublime faith in law making.” 

“We in Americe have a sublime 
belief that we can control human 
beings by law,” he said. “We are 
just “about to demonstrate the futility 
of that belief,” he continued, adding: 

“The number of new crimes is in- 
creasing beyond the capacity of human 
beings to understand, or legal agen- 
cies to enforce. Prohibition is one 
of the large number of questions deal- 
ing with the individual that we have 
tried to solve by legislation. 

“Prohibition penetrates a field the 
common law never used to reach, the 
questions of morality which formerly 
were treated by such agencies as the 
church and the home.” 

Dean Miller said the modern edu- 
cational system, which develops stand- 
ards of living and wants which cannot 
always be satisfied is one of the most 
serious contributing causes of crime.

U.S. Bureau of Fae Crowns 
Mrs. John Morriss' Work for Adults 


“The best piece of work in adult 


education in the United States;” so 
the United States bureau of education 
crowns the achievement of a woman, 
and one of the brilliant speakers at 
the forthcoming convention of the 
National Education Association in At- 
lanta June 27 to July 4th. 


The title Mrs. John Morriss, of 
Asheville, N. C., holds, director of com- 
munity schools of Buncobe county, 
North Carolina, sound modest, but 
takes on its true significance when it 
is realized that the work Mrs. Mor- 
riss originated and directs in this one 
county is so expert and has met with 
such success that her methods—the 
methods she worked out foz Buncombe 
county, haye been adopted as a model 
for the eradication of adult illiteracy 
by the United States bureau of educa- 
tion, department of the interior, and 
by the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs co-operating with the federal 
bureau, in the national campaign for 
the scaling down of illiteracy figures 
before the census of 1930. The task 
is not small, as six per cent of the 
adult population ef the United States 
is illiterate; that is, cannot write their 
names, 

Learn Rudiments. 


In North Carolina, Mrs. Morriss’ 
adopted state, she is a native of Ala- 
bama, there are 43,990 native born 
white women “who sign away with a 
mark their homes and farms; whose 
suffering when their children leave 
home is immeasurably increased be- 
cause they have no direct means of 
communicating with them,” but an en- 
couraging percentage of women are 
included in the 5,000 adults in the 
one county in which Mrs. Morriss’ 
schools operate who since 1921 have 
been taken out of ‘illiteracy; that is, 
they have learned the simple rudiments 
of reading, writing, and arithmetic, 
One-third of this number have com- 
pleted the third grade. 

Mrs. Morriss began her work in 
North Carolina in 1919 because she 
saw the need of it, and because she 
realized the only way to get it done 
was to do it. The state had not 
tackled it because it looked hopeless. 
With a few devoted co-workers she 
personally approached the prospective 
pupils, organized classes, supported 
them out of her own income and the 
contributions, first, of personal friends 
and then of men’s and women’s clubs 
who had faith in her. Gradually and 
at the same time she trained her as- 
sisting corps of teachers. 

With the value of the _ schools 
proved, they were taken over by the 
county, with Mrs. Morriss at their 
head. and have now for several years 
been a part of the: county school sys- 
tem. The two greatest handicaps she 
had to met at the start were the re- 
sistante of the illiterates themselves ; 
their feeling that “knowledge was a 
divine dispensation, and that.God had 
passed them by when he gave forth 
gifts to men,” and the widely held im- 
pression held by illiterates that if one 
has no schooling until he has reached 
adult years, then it is too late. The 
results of Mrs. Morriss’ faith ‘an hard 
work are eminently practical. 

“It is unsound economically to have 
a part of our population ignorant of 
the problems of the nation, declared 
Dr. L. R. Alderman, specialist in 
adult education for the United States 
bureau of education, in a recent inter- 
view when he was inspecting the Bun- 
combe county work.” Businessmen, 
government officials, and everyone else 
are coming more and more to see the 
economic and social unsoundness of 
allowing illiteracy to continue. .. . 
In Buncombe county is being done the 
most efficient and most intensive work 
in this line in any county in the twen- 
ty-one states where such programs are 
under way.” 

Heart Interest Stories.

The most impor- 
tant of these, “A Citizens’ Reference 
Book.” in two volumes, was published 
by the University of North Carolina 
press, and she has compiled books of 
instruction used generally by the fed- 
eral burenu of education and by the 
National Education Association. She 
is now a member of the faculty of the 
University of North Carolina in its 
extension department, a member of the 
state illiteracy commission, and ad- 
visor of the education department of 


'the General Federation of Women's

Nebody knows how hard Paulino 
can fight when he has a chance to 
make a reputation and get up where 
the promoters will have to consider 
him as a “championship contender.”

Just to put some interest in the 
matter of a small bet on the result, 
there is the chance that Schmeling 
may have enough kick in that righ 
hand to flatten Paulino and either 
keep him down or batter him until 
the referee steps in, as it happened 
in the Risko bout. 

SLIM CHANCE. 


That looks like a slim chance. Pau- 
lino has been staggered not more than 
two or three times in all his fighting 
in this country, and has come right 
bagk as strong as ever. I don’t think 
that l’ve seen a better example of in- 
vulnerability since the time of the ab- 
solutely punch-proof: Jeffries, than 
Paulino gave in the Godfrey fight last 
year. Godfrey had no trouble hitting 
Paulino, in spite of the defending el- 
bows. If the elbows barred one punch 
he slipped one in somewhere else. And 
each chugged soggily with that sound- 
less effect of the heavy forearm and 
huge hand incased in eight ounces of 
wet leather and padding driven against 
vielding muscle and bending bones. 
The deadly blow is the blow you can't 
hear. The punch that sounds like 
beating a bass drum or slapping the 
side of a packing case is delivered 
with a half open glove. It’s a slap 
and nothing more. (Godfrey punched 
Paulino enough in the early rounds 
to knock out a horse. He punched 
until he was worn weary and still the 
grinning Paulino came bouncing in, 
trying to punch with Godfrey and beat 
him to it. The Basque, in that way, 
is a big Battling Nelson. 

If Schmeling can hit him hard 
enough to stop him, then Schmeling 
can go right along and fight anybody. 
Schmeling is either an overrated sec- 
ond rater boosted along because he 
has box office “color” or this fight 
will send him along toward a chan- 
pionship or back to Germany.

Schmeling established himself as a 
dangerous contender in his fourth 
bout in this country when he scored 
a technical knockout over Juhnny 
Risko in the ninth round. He took 
Risko’s best shots that night and was 
actually losing the fight up until he 
found the range with his powerful 
right fist, 

Yet it was only February 25, 1928, 
when Gypsy Daniels, a second-rate 
Canadian negro, knocked out Schmel- 
ing in one round.

Schmeling does not alibi any of 
the three knoekouts scored against 
him, but thinks inexperience ‘caused 
the first two and believes the third 
(by Daniels) taught him a_ lesson 
which will help him win the heavy- 
weight title. 

“It was what you call the swell- 
head,’ Schmeling explained in broken 
English, “that caused me to get the 
K. O. by Gains. I have no trouble 
with him in a 10-round fight and I 
take second one as a joke. I rush out 
and pound him to ropes.

but the greatest punter the game ever knew was in the newspapers 
just a day or so ago—lHiarry Kipke has signed as head coach at Michi- 


gan, replacing Tad Wieman.

best. 
Combination kickers happen once in 


a’ while—a man who can punt, drop- 
kick and place-kick. But not often. 
But for just plain putting the old 


foot under a football and getting it 
down the field there newer has keen 
but one great artist and that wus 
Harry Kipke. He could do things with 
the football that made even the great 
punters turn a’ mouldy green with 
envy. During the three years he was 
kicking the football for Michigau the 
punt-returned yardage of Michigan's 
toes was unbelievable low. 


Artists come along in any racket 
ohly now and then. They don’t have 
aesthetic tremors in front of every 
picture in the art gallery. It is only 
now and then that one of the boys 
can take his knife and lay on the 
paint in such a manner as to stop the 
critics cold. 

Harry Kipke was that to the foot- 
ball business. 

COULD PACE KICKS. 

He could, afid this is no exaggera- 
tion, kick the football within three 
yards of a given spot at any time. It 
didn’t matter which side he had to 
kick to, either. A lot of these foot- 
ball kickers are like these baseball 
shortstops—they can go to-one side 
better than the other. 

But not Harry Kipke. He could 
boot that football to either side and 
from any angle and he would just 
about ring the bell every time. 

He used to drive defensive teams 
frantic by kicking the fvotball out of 
bounds at about three or four yard 
line. He did it with wearying monot- 
ony when he was within 50 yards of 
his opponent’s goal line. 

When he was too far away to kick 
out of bounds with profit he would 
get that football where it couldn't be 
caught. And Michigan had some ends 
when Kipke was playing, great big

Old Man Fielding H. Yost used to 
sit on the bench and chuckle when 
Harrp Kipke was kicking.

He averages 46 yards. Not a single 
punt was returned. Six of them were 
kicked out of bounds within the five- 
yard line, two were kicked over the 
coal line from a point more than 5U 
yards away and the other three were 
not caught. 

In ‘1922 Vanderbilt played Michi- 
gan a 0-0 tie. In that game Harry 
Kipke had one punt returned for a 
distance. Gil Reese got away for 
something like 12 yards. His others 
were out of bounds or out of the way. 
Vanderbilt had a punter that day 
who was good. Scotty Neil could kick 
with any man for distance, but the 
artistry of Kipke’s kicking was very 
apparent. In 1923 Michigan beat 
Vanderbilt 3:to 0 with a place kick 
by Jack Blott, but it was Harry 
Kipke’s kicking that kept Vanderbilt 
back in her own territory.
